Cairo sald that Gov- 
ernment was earlier briefed on the 
military and political situations 
by Wer Minister Mohammed Fawat 
and Foreign Minister Riad. 

The Egyptian armed forces yes- 
terday completed three-day desert 
manoeuvres in which the Soviet- 
suppHed missile defence system was 
tested. “Al-Ahram” said the ex- 
ercises had shown that Hgypt is 
mow capable of “engaging the 
enemy immediately” and another 
Cairo daily, “Al-Gomhourtya,” said 
that the Egyptian Air Force had 
made “remarkable strides in in- 
terception techniques." It added

ROME (Reuter). — President Tito 
of Yugoslavia arrived here yesterday 
on hig first postwar trip to Italy 
amid some of the most extensive 
security precautions ever laid on for 
a visiting statesman. The two-day 
state visit sets the seal on excellent 
relations between the neighbouring 
countries which for 10 years after 
the war were bitterly divided by 
territorial questions. 

The 78-year-old Yugoslav Jeader 
said on arrival at Rome’s Clampino 
Military Airport: “Relations are so 

that they can serve as an 
example of how two countries with 
different systeros can establish not 
only fruitful economic relations, but 
also fruitful political relations.” 

He told President Giuseppe Sara- 
gat, who had earlier greeted him as 
“a statesman of the highest world 
prestige," that he believed Italy 
and Yugoslavia could make a4 real 
contribution to peace in the Mediter- 
ranean and in Europe. 

Although Rome seemed complete- 
ly calm in the bright spring sun- 
shine, Italfan authorities took no

WASHINGTON (UPI). — Govern- 
ment and industry forces hunted 
yesterday from Wall Street to the 
‘West Coast for §400m. in private 
capital to salvage the Supersonic 
Transport (SST) after Co 
decision to cut off funds. Their 
chances appeared bleak, perhaps non- 
existent. 


President Nixon, stung dy the 
Senate's rejection of 51-46 on Wed- 
mesday of further Government mo- 
ney for the (SST) criticized the ac- 
tion as a severe blow to the nation’s 
“esontinued leadership in the aero- 
space ‘industry.” 

The 'Senate vote against the plane 
may well mean the end of. the 
American programme. The House of 
Representatives took 2 similar posi- 
tion last week. The plane was Amer- 
fca’s answer to the Anglo-French 
Concorde and the Soviet Tupolev. 


Within hours after the Senate 
voted to stop spending Government 
money on two prototypes of the SST, 
Arms connected with the project be- 
gan announcing layoffs and Mr. 
Nixon promised he would not allow 
the “setback”’ to reverse American 
-tradition of commercial air sup- 
remacy.

— The now ended 45-day 
drive into Laos cost the South Viet- 
namese nearly 10,000 casuaities or 
almost 50 per cent of the total 
force committed, highly-placed Saigon 
military sources disclosed yesterday. 

Sources said 3,800 South Vietna- 
mese froops were killed, 775 missing 
and 5200 wounded. 

These sources, who have access 
to casualty reports, said the offi- 
cial figures from Vietnamese head- 
quarters being given to newsmen 
are lagging or are deliberately not 
reporting the true losses. The latest 
available “official” figures from 
South Vietnamese headquarters listed 
Saigon losses as 1,146 troops killed, 
245 missing and 4,235 wounded. 

At the same time, South Viet- 
mamese headquarters is reporting 
nearly 14,000 --North Vietnamese 
troops killed. Many of the Commun- 
ists claimed Killed are credited to 
U.S. bombers and helicopter gun- 
ships, and thus the claim is ‘based 
largely on estimates and in some 
cases pure guesswork 

‘Mesnwhile South Vietnamese ope- 
rations in Laos were shrouded in 
confusion yesterday, with different 
spokesmen presenting conflicting’ 
accounts. 

‘A Quang Tri spokesman said an 
undisclosed number of fresh in- 
fantry troops had been sent to 
reinforce about 1,000 marines hold- 
ing a: hilltop outpost just inside 
Laos.

NOzaNG will be done to change 
the territorial and personal 
status of Arabs in the Israel-held 
territories as long aa there is a 
chance for a political settlement with 
the Arab states. But the residents of 
the territorles will be consulted on 
possible changes in their personal 
and political-territortal status should 
there be a clear break in the cur- 
rent peace talks, says Minister of 
Police Shiomo Hillel. : 

‘Mr, Hillel has been thé Isreel 
Government's main representative 
in an extensive — and growing 
— dialogue with Weat Bank and 
Gaza Strip leaders recently. 

The scope of the dialogue has 
become apparent in recent weeks. 
Mr, Hillel has reported on it to 
the Government, and to the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee, while Arab leaders who 
have talked with him have been 
on the road. These influential Arabs 
have met with Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat, Jordan’s King Hus- 
sein, other Arab Heads of State 
and leaders of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization — and presum- 
ably have passed on to them what 
was said in their talks with Mr. 
Hillel. 


Barriers down 

in an interview with The Jeru- 
salem Post this week, Mr. Hillel 
noted that the diatogue was help- 
ing both sides form their positions. 
On the other hand, it has also 
provided ἃ means for an unprece- 
dented exchange of views, as Arabs 
who for two decades had catego- 
rically refused to communicate at 
all with the Israelis now sought to 
express their points of view and 
get them heard. : 

Much the most significant part 
of the dfalogue, Mr, Hillel felt, was 
the part that involved the Pales- 
tinians in the territories.

ANTI-STRIKE BILL PASSED 


LONDON (AP). — 

Conservative Government's antl-strike bill won 
final Commons approval yesterday amid a furious 
uproar set off by Opposition charges that the Govern- 
ment's floor leader was drunk As Speaker Selwyn 
Lioyd called for voting to begin, Conservative Chief 
Whip Francis Pym welked into the chamber yelling 
“Aye” through cupped hands. 

‘Opposition Labourites started chanting, “He's drunk, 
he’s drunk,” and ‘Bring out the breathalyzer.” Pym, 
wearing evening dress, stood in front of the Con-

The bill, advanced by the Government as a means 
to restore disciplinue to Britain's labour relations, won 
its final] Commons approval by 307 votes to 269, a 
Government majority of 38.

LAOS RETREAT 


SAIGON (Reuter). —- The South 
Vietnamese thrust into Laos, now 
ending in disarray, may have chan- 
ged the military-political picture in 
Indo-China in a way neither Saigon 
nor Washington foresaw when it 
was launched with a great fanfare 
six weeks ago. 

If the North Vietnamese could 
fight so ferociously in Laos that 
the South Vietnamese operation 
ended in retreat more than 8. month 
‘before the rainy season begins, 
what are the prospects for Saigon’s 
forces once the Americans pull out? 

This is the question being asked 
in Saigon today as the implica- 
tions of what has happened begin 


the Laos fighting, writes James 


the incursion suggests to many 
observers that Saigon is unlikely 
ever again to attempt to attack 
the Ho Chi Minh trail in force. 
Next year, there will ‘be less Ame- 
rican alr power and helicopter sup- 
port, plus fewer U.S. comrbat troops 
to cover the operation's flanks.

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Peres: Only Israel could prevent 
new bid to blockade Tiran straits

HAIFA, — “For Israel, Sharm e- 
Shelich ig not just a place, it’s a 
situation, Peace without Sharm will 
be peace without peace, for there 
Can be no peace for us without 
complete freedom of navigation on 
the sea and in the air. This fs the 
Government's view,” Transport Min- 
ister Shimon Peres sald yesterday. 
He was at the annual 
Meeting of the Haifa Chamber of 

Commerce (see next column.) 


Mr. Peres said that the post-Sinal 
campaign guarantees, on the strength 
of which Israel withdrew, were not 
a technical failure. The powers did 
not try to implement them, when 
they were needed to ensure passage 
for our shipping, It was not a mat» 
ter of having ‘tried and failed but 
having failed to try.” 

Israel could therefore not agree 
to guarantees again, the Minister 
said, and noted that no U.N. force, 
or even ‘American soldiers, would 
want to fight if the Arabs were 
subsequently to block the Tiran 
Straits South of Sharm e-Sheikh 
Only our own soldiers would be rea- 
dy to stop such a ‘blockage at 
another place. 

And, if Israel soldiers are sta- 
tioned at Sharm there ts a good 
chance that the Arabs would not 
wish to impose a blockade 
“Our forces there would probably 
met have to act, whereas foreign 
forces would probably not want to 
act 

“Better that we be stubborn at 
the beginning of the negotiations 
for a settlement, than to rush into 
a fast settlement which will at a 
later stage entail renewed negotia- 
tions, possibly through fighting,” 
Mr. Peres said.

TEL AVIV. — A charge of murder 
was filed in the District Court yes- 
terday against Mordechai Horowitz, 
19, of Kiryat Shalom, accused of 
the cold-blooded shooting of 2 21- 
zane local man.

He was shot in the head in a 
courtyard at 2 Rehov Geula at 8.30 
on the evening of March 2, Horo- 
witz and a friend, Rahamim Ha- 
roush, 23, brought him to Hadassah 
Hospital here shortly later, saying 
they had heard a shot and fo:nd 
him lying on the ground. He died 
five days later. 


Haroush was charged in the same 
brief with being an accessory after 
the fact, in that he attempted to 
cover up for the accused murderer 
by giving a false statement to the 
police.

year. Presenting the 1L13,423,000,000 
budget, Finance Committee Chatir- 
man Israel Kargman said that 
TLd85m. had been added to the 
original estimate, in order to cater 
for urgent” social needs, 

The budget, of which nearly 
IL5,200m. will go for defence, was 
passed by 33 votes to 16, with all the 
opposition parties voting against, 
except Apudat Yisrael which ab- 
stained. 

Over two hours brd been aillo- 
cated to the debate on the second 
and third readings, with Gahal’s Yo- 
hanan Bader taking the lion's share 
of the time 

‘The proposed budget, he sald, was 
infiationary and, as a first step, he 
demanded that the extra IL135m., 
tagged on between the first and 
second readings, be removed. He 
argued that there were many offi- 
cial ways of combating inflation, 
and accused the Government of “sim- 
ply ignoring them."

Gov't seeks to stiffen 
contract with Leyland 


Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 


The Knesset yesterday voted to 
the Economic Committee an urgent 
motion for the agenda about the 
Leylana Ashdod contract, moved by 
Mr. Eliezer Shostak (Free Centre). 

Replying, Transport Minister Shi- 
mon Peres said that the Govern- 
ment had made a commitment to 
Leyland, and it would keep that 
commitment. This was not merely 
a matter of economic fair-play, but 
also a condition of responsible 
statesmanship. At the same time, 
without going back on its com- 
mitments, the Government was tak- 
ing action to cut down Leyland’s 
monopoly in the manufacture and 
assembly of lorries. It was also re- 
ducing the tariff protection on 
locally-made lorries. 

Mr.. Peres said that Leyland had 
kept its commitment about stable 
prices. He lsted the backlog in the 
supply of diesel lorries (1,800 in- 
stead of 2,084) and in the supply of 
busea (800 instead of 1,000 promis- 
ed) but noted that the fault lay 
with the strikes at Leyland's 
plants in Britain. 

The contract with Leyland for 
a further period was currently 
awaiting signature, but the firm 
had not accepted: the Israel draft 
because of its wording and in some 
cases because of its content.

He also admit- 
ted that on October 10, 1969, he 
blew up a police station near Dir 
elBaleh, using 150 kes of explo- 
sives, and that on November 4, 1969, 
he blew up three water pumps near 
el-Burej.

If there was an 
increase in the cost of living, the 
rents of the bulidings should rise 
by the same percentage, but we 
will not agree that one day, and 
for no epparent reason, someone 
will decide that we must pay such 
and such extra rent, he said. 

Mr. Saniel further pointed out 
that over the past few years rents 
have doubled, and that the value 
of the landlords’ properties has 
also risen greatly. d 

The spokesmen explained that 
they could not afford a total strike 
which would require them to pay 
their staff while they struck, and 
therefore only the boss will be 
striking.

90-day option for’ purchase 


of expanded Tel Aviv Hilton 


Jerusalem Post Economic Staff 

A group of Jewish realtors and 
building contractors from Frankfurt 
rave been given a 90-day option 
to purchase the Government's 90 
per cent share in the Tel Aviv 
Hilton. The price which they are 
to pay is $16m., most of it in cash. 
This will include the extension for 
which the ground was broken at a 
festive ceremony yesterday. 

The hotel, whose value is indeed 
estimated at around $lém, was 
built over five years ago by a 
group of American and Canadian 
investors at a cost of about §23m. 
instead of an anticipated $19m. The 
Government advanced important 
joans to the investors at the time, 
but in view of the financial losses 
during the first two years of ope- 
ration the Government purchased 
thelr shares in 1967. 

The Hilton is now showing a pro- 
fit and has reached a world record 
as regards occupancy. It averaged 


87 per cent capacity in 1969, and 
93 per cent last year. In the first 
three months of this year occupancy 
was even higher, and income has 
gone up by 50 per cent. 


Speaking at the ground-breaking 
ceremony, Tourism Minister Moshe 
Kol said that if an intermediate 
arrangement with the Arabs based 
on de-esealation at the Suez Canal 
is achieved, it would be possible to 
operate Middle East tours even dur- 
ing a period of an interim settle- 
ment, with crossings between Israel 
and Egypt at Kantara. He expressed 
the hope that the new Minister of 
Tourism in Bgypt, Dr. Ahmed el-Sid 
Darwish, will respond to this chal- 
lenge. 

The Tel Aviv Hilton extension is 
to include 168 new rooms, and 27 
suites at an investment of IL12.25m. 
Mr, Kol said that even if the Hilton 
had ‘another 1,000 rooms, it would 
have no trouble filling all of them.

20 dismissed 
workers picket 
parent firm 


TEL AVIV. — Twenty disgruntled 
workers, recently dismissed from 
the Hama tableware manufacturing 
company, barricaded the entrance 
to the Hamat plant in Holon yes- 
terday and kept that plant’s 600 
workers from entering the factory. 
They displayed placards that read 
“We Demand a Decent Existence” 
and “Our Fight Today Will Be 
Yours Tomorrow — Help Us and 
Help Yourself." 

No one crossed the picket line 
or tried to enter the factory, and 
numerous Hamat workers appeared 
sympathetic to the 20 strikers. 
Police who were called in the 
morning did not interfere either, 
and the doors stayed closed all day. 
(At four p.m. the police were called 
in again. This time they forced the 
doors open, but the strikers closed 
ay again as soon as the policemen 

Hama, a subsidiary of Hamat 
metal works (both are Koor con- 
cerns), has moved to Dimona. An 
arbitrator was called in to decide on 
the amount of the severance pay 


to be given to the workers who ~ 


lost their jobs, although they were 
offered the choice of going to 
work for Hamat or moving to the 
new plant in Dimona, The workers 
objected to the decision of the “ar- 
bitrator. They etso denied state- 
ments by the management that they 
had refused to move to the new 
plant in Dimona. 

(Mr. Yeshayahu Gavish of Koor 
told The Jerusalem Post that, ac- 
cording to the terms of the arbi- 
tration, a worker who opted for 
severance pay instead of taking 
another job could get up to

Tel Aviv hospitals said

THL AVIV. — Mayor Yehoshua Ra- 
binowitz yesterday released a special 
committee's report on the hospital 
over-crowding problems in thia city. 

According to the report, Ichilov 
has 450 beds instead of the 366 
Planned for, and Hadassah has 350 
instead of 307. Some internal sur- 
gical wards are filled to a 140 per 
cent capacity. 

The head of the committee, Dr. 
Noah Kaplinsky, chairman of the 
Israel Medical ‘Association, explained 
that among the factors which con- 
tribute to the o is the 
X-ray technicians’ strike, since people 
sometimes have to occupy hospital 
beds for two or three weeks before 
the proper X-rays are supplied (see
